The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  your  district  for  the  Year  1955. 

It  is  completely  statistical  as  I  have  not  been  in  Office  during  any 
of  this  time. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  your  Area  provide  cause  for  one  adverse 
comment — the  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  which  is  much 
higher  than  the  previous  two  years.  Prematurity  and  abnormalities 
account  for  nine  of  the  eleven  deaths — these  being  neo-natal  deaths.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  work  of  your  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  Year  1955. 


Housing. 

The  Council’s  building  activities  have  been  accelerated  during 
the  Year,  the  construction  of  137  new  houses  is  more  than  double  our 
previous  year’s  figure.  The  availability  of  these  new  houses — together 
with  occasional  vacancies  in  existing  houses — has  enabled  the  Council 
to  rehouse  31  families  from  Slum  Clearance  Areas  and  33  families 
from  Individually  Unfit  property.  In  addition,  182  applicants  from  the 
Housing  Waiting  Lists  have  received  allocations,  and  of  this  number 
53  applicants  were  sub-tenants.  Further  rehousing  of  tenants  in  the 
Byers  Green  Compulsory  Purchase  areas  took  place. 


During  the  Year  a  return  of  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  and 
Rehousing  proposals  as  required  in  Section  I  of  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act,  1954,  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government. 


The  estimated  number  of  Unfit  Properties  to  be  dealt  with  under 
Sections  1 1  and  25  of  the  Principal  Act  in  the  District  was  884,  and  a 
period  of  12  years  was  thought  necessary  to  deal  with  and  secure  the 
demolition  of  this  property.  During  the  next  five  years  the  Council 
is  prepared  to  deal  with  609  properties  under  the  above-mentioned 
Sections. 


Confirmation  was  received  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  for  the 
90  properties  remaining  in  the  George  Street  Spennymoor  Areas. 
These  properties  were  scheduled  in  1939  for  Clearance,  but  Ministerial 
Confirmation  was  not  received  before  the  commencement  of  the  war. 


10  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as  Individually  Unfit 
properties  under  Sections  11  and  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and 
Closing  and  Demolition  Orders  were  made. 
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The  reconditioning  of  further  blocks  of  back-to-back  properties 
in  Hume  Street,  Low  Spennymoor,  has  been  held  up  pending  the 
rehousing  of  the  occupiers.  Work  is  however,  proceeding  in  the 
reconditioning  as  through  houses  of  the  remaining  back-to-back 
houses  in  Edward  Street.  The  Council  has  deferred  the  reconditioning 
of  the  six  back-to-back  properties  purchased  in  Durham  Street, 
Middlestone  Moor,  on  the  advice  of  the  Mineral  Valuer.  Similar 
blocks  of  back-to-back  property  situated  in  Durham  Road,  Spennymoor 
and  Attwood  Terrace,  Tudhoe  Colliery,  remain  to  be  dealt  with — 
the  War  prevented  schemes  of  reconditioning  which  were  prepared 
and  accepted  in  1939  for  the  Attwood  Terrace  Property,  from  being 
carried  out. 

The  Housing  Waiting  Lists  have  not  been  repointed  during  the 
Year.  The  number  of  new  applications  received  still  exceeds  the 
number  of  applicants  rehoused.  220  new  applications  were  listed  and 
182  allocations  made  from  the  Housing  Lists.  It  is  noted  that  the 
Waiting  Lists  have  reduced  from  a  total  of  1,095  applications  at  the 
end  of  1954  to  1,001  applications  at  the  end  of  1955.  Sub-tenant’s 
applications  have  been  reduced  from  236  to  98  at  the  end  of  1955. 
There  is  however  an  increase  in  the  Two  Bedroomed  Tenant  Applica¬ 
tions. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

Few  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  have  been  received 
during  the  Year,  and  of  the  number  of  Certificates  already  operative 
no  applications  have  been  received  for  revocation — owners  appear 
reluctant  to  undertake  the  expense  of  bringing  these  properties  up  to 
conditions  of  repair  where  the  Disrepair  Certificates  could  be  cancelled.

Certificates  of  Disrepair  issued  by  the  Urban  District  Council  under  section  26  (1)  of  the

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Public  Health  Acts. 

Notices  requiring  property  repairs  have  continued  to  be  issued 
under  the  powers  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Acts,  rather  than  the 
wider  provisions  of  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  The  Council 
preferring  to  submit  difficult  cases  to  the  Legal  formalities  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  rather  than  undertaking  “  work  in  default  ”  as  provided 
for  in  the  Housing  Acts.  Although  the  number  of  Informal  Notices 
served  is  comparable  with  the  previous  Year,  it  is  pleasing  to  record 
that  more  work  was  completed  with  informal  action — ^there  was  a  50% 
reduction  in  the  number  of  Statutory  Notices  served. 

The  increasing  number  of  houses  scheduled  for  demolition  but 
still  occupied  has  increased  our  difficulties  in  maintaining  habitable 
conditions.  Owners  are  very  reluctant  to  spend  money  on  repairs  to 
properties  already  scheduled — although  it  is  our  practice  to  ask  for 
such  houses  to  have  only  very  essential  repairs.  We  look  forward  to  a 
reduction  in  the  “  time  lag  ”  between  Clearance  and  Demohtion 
Orders  becoming  operative  and  the  rehousing  of  the  occupants  of  such 
properties.  The  Council  has  agreed  to  an  increased  allocation  of  new 
buildings,  to  the  rehousing  of  such  families. 


Public  Cleansing. 

I  have  pleasure  in  recording  that  we  have  had  the  continued 
co-operation  of  the  Staff  in  maintaining  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
throughout  the  Year.  Staff  shortages  due  to  illness  and  holidays  has 
necessitated  overtime  working  and,  almost  without  exception,  this 
has  been  wilhngly  performed  by  the  staff.  The  men  have  subordinated 
their  own  private  arrangements  to  the  satisfactory  cleaning  up  of  any 
arrears  of  refuse  collection  in  vacant  sections.  Our  cleansing  standard 
has  therefore  been  maintained  and  with  the  gradual  conversion  of  our 
large  number  of  ashclosets  with  the  substitution  of  dustbins,  the  work 
is  being  made  not  quite  so  laborious  and  unpleasant. 

A  considerable  increase  in  Paper  Salvage  collections  has  taken 
place,  this  is  mainly  due  to  the  arrangements  we  have  made  with  one 
of  the  Trading  Estate  Factories,  who  have  previously  burnt  their  paper 
waste.  The  Council  Salvage  Lorry  is  fully  occupied  clearing  the 
Trading  Estate  Salvage  bays  and  certain  other  business  premises. 
The  collection  and  sale  of  scrap  tins  has  not  increased,  this  is  mainly 
due  to  the  lack  of  separation  of  this  material  from  the  refuse  at  the 
households.  The  quantities  of  tins  in  the  refuse  at  the  disposal  tips 
appears  to  have  increased  and  would  create  a  nuisance  on  the  tips  if 
they  were  not  flattened  and  covered  by  the  Bulldozer. 
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Privy  Conversions. 

Only  105  ashclosets  were  converted  during  the  Year  to  the  “  Water 
Carriage  System  ” — this  was  due  to  the  absence  of  the  Council  Con¬ 
tractor  from  the  Area  for  some  months  during  the  summer.  Work 
did  not  commence  on  the  250  conversions  in  the  Low  Spennymoor  and 
Tudhoe  Colliery  Scheme  until  December.  This  work  is  now  in  progress. 
A  small  number  of  conversions  remain  to  be  undertaken  in  Kirk 
Merrington,  together  with  approximately  500  ashclosets  remaining  in 
National  Coal  Board  property — where  it  is  proposed  to  provide 
systematically,  enclosed  yard  accommodation  with  new  sanitary 
accommodation. 


In  conclusion  may  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  encouragement ; 
to  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  continued  co-operation ;  to  the 
Office  Staff  for  their  very  capable  efforts  and  to  the  Foreman  and 
members  of  the  Cleansing  Staff  for  a  very  satisfactory  Year’s  working.

Rodent  Control. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Greaves  the  Council’s  part-time  Rodent  Operator  has 
continued  to  carry  out  his  work  with  his  usual  tact  and  efficiency. 
During  the  Year  he  cleared  many  small  areas  of  infestation  as  shown 
in  the  table  on  page  25.  Many  of  these  areas  would  ultimately  have 
proved  to  be  major  infestations,  if  they  had  not  been  effectively  dealt 
with  in  their  early  stages.  No  major  infestation  has  taken  place  at  the 
two  Knacker  Yards  and  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips.  Mr.  A.  Ward,  the 
Bulldozer  Driver,  is  also  trained  in  this  work. 


MEASURES  OF  CONTROL  BY  COUNCIL  STAFF 
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schemes  carried  out . 
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Infestation  of  Premises. 

Only  26  houses  were  treated  for  insect  vermin  during  the  Year 
at  the  request  of  the  occupiers.  Advice  was  also  given  in  a  number  of 
cases  to  the  occupiers  of  old  property,  on  the  best  methods  to  keep 
their  houses  clear  of  vermin. 

A  considerable  number  of  food  preparation  and  storage  rooms 
were  sprayed  during  the  summer  weather,  for  the  elimination  of  fly 
infestation.  In  addition,  DDT  powder  was  supplied  to  many  occupiers 
of  food  premises  in  the  early  Spring,  for  incorporation  with  whitewash 
to  be  used  on  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  their  premises.  This  practice 
has  been  in  operation  for  many  years  and  proves  very  effective.  The 
re-occupation  of  a  number  of  private  slaughter-houses  had  increased 
the  need  for  the  use  of  this  powder  and  spraying  insecticides. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods  Inspection,  Transport  and  Handling. 

Eighteen  months  have  now  elapsed  since  the  Ministry  of  Food 
returned  slaughtering  arrangements  to  private  control  and  under  the 
supervision  of  local  authorities. 

Within  this  District,  10  premises  are  licensed  for  slaughtering, 
eight  of  these  slaughterhouses  being  for  the  use  of  one  or  two  butchers 
only.  One  of  the  two  remaining  large  premises  belonging  to  a  Co¬ 
operative  Society,  although  licensed — remains  unused.  The  large 
slaughterhouse  operating  at  Middlestone  Moor  has  considerably 
increased  the  throughput  of  animals  during  the  year — although 
several  of  our  butchers  have  found  it  more  convenient  to  buy  “  off  the 
hook  ”  at  these  premises.  Most  of  the  carcase  meat  produced  at  these 
premises  is  sold  wholesale  to  butchers  from  other  districts  and  an 
expanding  sale  of  carcase  meat  to  the  Newcastle  Wholesale  Market 
is  being  developed  by  the  owner.  This  has  necessitated  Saturday 
afternoon  and  Sunday  working  by  the  Slaughtermen  employed  on  this 
work.  It  has  also  resulted  in  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  attending 
these  premises  similarly,  as  we  endeavour  to  secure  100%  inspection 
of  all  carcase  meat  slaughtered  in  the  District. 

The  increasing  work  of  Meat  Inspection  has  resulted  in  less  time 
being  available  for  other  work  by  Mr.  Blenkinsop  and  myself — this 
work,  together  with  Slum  Clearance  inspections  and  the  supervision 
of  Privy  Conversions,  accounts  for  the  major  part  of  our  services. 
Routine  inspections  have  of  necessity  been  reduced  owing  to  the  calls 
of  the  above  duties.

Food  Inspections,  Visits  and  Sampling. 

Many  visits  have  been  made  during  the  Year  to  food  premises 
and  I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  the  greatest  co-operation  with  the 
managements  and  staffs  of  the  various  premises  visited.  Considerable 
difficulties  were  encountered  in  maintaining  hygienic  conditions  in  a 
Canteen  whilst  extensive  alterations  were  in  progress ;  a  reasonable 
degree  of  cleanliness  was  however  obtained  by  joint  consultations 
between  the  owners,  contractors  and  the  management. 


Six  ice-cream  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  and  of  this  number  three  were 
placed  in  the  highest  group — Grade  I ;  two  in  Grade  2 ;  and  one  in 
Grade  3.  Twenty-four  water  samples  were  also  submitted  for  bacteri¬ 
ological  examination.  One  sample  of  milk  was  submitted  for  bac¬ 
teriological  examination — in  this  case  no  pathogens  were  isolated. 


Ice  Cream. 

There  are  three  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  Area,  the 
results  of  the  samples  taken  and  the  visits  made  indicate  a  high  degree 
of  cleanliness  in  these  premises.  In  addition,  shops  are  registered  for 
the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream  obtained  from  the  larger  manufacturers. 
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Fish  Fryers. 

The  fish  fryers  in  the  District  are,  almost  without  exception, 
equipped  with  modern  type  ranges  and  other  equipment.  No  complaints 
have  been  received  during  the  Year  of  litter  or  other  nuisance  from 
such  premises.  The  fish  fryers  premises  are  situated  as  shown  in  the

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Clean  Food  Propaganda. 

No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Membership 
to  the  Clean  Food  Guild.  Recent  Government  Legislation  is  stimulat¬ 
ing  Public  awareness  to  clean  food  handling  in  food  shops,  and  when 
the  provisions  of  the  new  Regulations  become  operative,  great  improve¬ 
ments  will  be  made  in  this  direction  in  various  food  premises.  The 
Council  has  already  adopted  the  Model  Byelaws  for  Knacker  Yards  and 
similar  Byelaws  for  Slaughter  Houses  are  at  present  receiving  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  greater  use  of  pre-packed  goods  and  enclosed  counter  displays 
are  great  steps  towards  better  handling  of  food.  Whatever  structural 
improvements  are  made  in  food  premises  to  promote  cleaner  handling, 
can  be  negatived  by  careless  of  ill-informed  use  by  Staff.  The  best 
incentive  towards  better  food  handling  and  display,  lies  in  the  hands  of 
the  Public — if  housewives  refused  to  buy  from  any  shop  whose  methods 
of  handling  they  disapproved,  the  managements  would  quickly  revise 
their  methods. 


Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  certain  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
Urban  District  is  served  by  a  piped  supply  by  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board.  One  small  group  of  property  in  the  Kirk  Merrington 
Ward  was  served  by  private  estate  mains,  the  water  being  obtained  in 
bulk  from  the  Water  Board.  The  condition  of  these  mains  has  been 
most  unsatisfactory  for  several  years  owing  to  corrosion,  the  available 
water  was  most  inadequate.  Frequent  representations  were  made  to 
the  Estate  Company  for  the  scraping  or  renewal  of  the  service  mains  and, 
in  consequence,  arrangements  are  now  being  made  for  this  system  of 
mains  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Water  Board,  when,  no  doubt,  we  shall 
have  effective  improvements  to  this  supply. 

Twenty- three  water  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis  during  the  Year  and  only  one  of  these  was  found  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory.  The  particulars  of  this  sample  were  communicated  to 
the  Water  Board  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  for  flushing  the 
supply  main.  No  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  during 
the  Year. 

The  substitution  of  water  closets  for  dry  closets  in  the  Area  will 
have  resulted  in  greatly  increased  consumption  of  water  and  inade¬ 
quacies  of  supply  have  soon  become  apparent.  These  inadequacies 
have  usually  been  found  to  be  due  to  corroded  private  branch  services. 
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During  the  latter  part  of  the  Year,  it  was  very  perturbing  to  find 
that  after  a  period  of  welcomed  fine  weather,  it  became  necessary  for 
the  Water  Board  to  drastically  restrict  water  supplies  to  the  whole  of 
the  County.  Although  wastage  of  water  cannot  in  any  circumstances 
be  justified,  an  adequate  and  constant  supply  of  water  should  always  be 
available  to  consumers.  When  it  becomes  necessary  for  a  water  under¬ 
taking  to  so  restrict  supplies  that  an  “  Intermittent  Supply  ”  is  made  to 
consumers.  With  its  possible  dangers  of  pollution  of  available  supplies, 
I  think  that  immediate  and  permanent  means  should  be  taken  by  the 
Water  Board  to  augment  their  water  supplies.  During  this  period 
many  additional  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis  by  my 
Department  in  order  to  ascertain  the  continued  purity  of  the  supplies . 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  whole  of  the  District  with  the  exception  of  properties  at 
Todhills  is  sewered  and  the  effiuent  treated  at  disposal  plants  situated 
at  Byers  Green  and  Tudhoe  Village. 

The  village  of  Kirk  Merrington  is  drained  to  a  pumping  station 
at  Leasingthorne  and  is  pumped  for  treatment  to  the  Bishop  Auckland 
Sewage  Works  at  Binchester,  under  an  arrangement  between  the  two 
Authorities. 

Certain  isolated  properties,  particularly  in  the  North  Close  area 
continue  to  use  cesspools,  which  are  regularly  cleansed  by  the  Council’s 
mechanical  Cesspool  Emptier. 

Many  complaints  of  choked  private  drains  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  Year.  These  chokages  have  not  increased  proportionately 
to  the  number  of  privy  conversions  carried  out.  The  new  drains 
provided  in  this  work  do  not  appear  to  be  abused  by  the  insertion  of 
bulky  objects.  The  main  cause  of  chokages  has  been  found  to  be  due 
to  old  and  defective  drains  and  accumulations  of  coal  dust  in  such 
drains  from  miners  bulk  supplies  of  coal.  The  gradual  demolition  of 
old  property  in  Slum  Clearance  Schemes  will  reduce  these  chokages 
to  a  miminum. 

The  Council  expect  that  work  will  commence  in  1956  on  the  laying 
of  a  new  sewer  to  the  Tudhoe  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  from  the  grow¬ 
ing  housing  estate  at  Middlestone  Moor.  The  provision  of  this  outfall 
sewer  should  overcome  the  occasional  flooding  of  low  situated  prop¬ 
erties,  from  the  present  sewers,  which  are  carrying  extra  Middlestone 
Moor  property. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

The  District  is  divided  up  for  Cleansing  purposes,  into  four 
lorry  sections  and  five  carting  sections.  The  work  being  performed 
by  direct  labour  with  vehicles  owned  by  the  Council.  In  addition,  there 
is  a  small  section  at  Byers  Green  cleansed  by  a  hired  cart,  where  a  motor 
vehicle  cannot  operate  economically.  All  receptacles  are  cleared 
weekly,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  number  of  isolated  properties, 
where  less  frequent  cleansing  is  given. 

All  refuse  collection  vehicles  collect  salvage  at  the  same  time  as 
the  refuse,  if  such  material  is  made  available  by  householders.  In 
addition  to  this  service,  another  lorry  is  engaged  on  the  collection  of 
Trade  Refuse  and  Salvage  from  business  premises,  particularly  the 
Trading  Estate  Factories. 

(a)  The  large  mining  community  in  this  District  contribute 
considerable  quantities  of  ashes  and  stone  to  the  refuse.  This  stone 
which  is  usually  removed  from  the  loads  of  concessionary  coal  received 
regularly  by  the  miners,  is  left  at  the  road  sides  usually,  and  collected 
by  the  Cleansing  Staff,  when  collecting  ashes.  Considerable  quantities 
of  stone  are  removed  in  this  way,  making  the  area  refuse  both  bulky 
and  heavy — as  much  as  6  cwts  of  stone  is  removed  from  individual 
miners’  homes  at  a  time,  and  the  largest  individual  stone  so  far  removed 
weighed  128  lbs. 

Particular  care  has  to  be  taken  to  see  that  the  staff  do  not  overload 
their  vehicles  owing  to  the  weight  of  the  refuse — this  has  sometimes 
taken  place. 

Facilities  are  not  available  to  systematically  weigh  the  refuse 
removed.  The  gross  weight  being  calculated  from  check  weighings 
taken  of  all  vehicles  on  a  seasonal  basis. 

During  the  Year  it  is  estimated  that  the  cleansing  vehicles  collected 
and  removed  to  tips,  the  following  house  refuse  : — 

4,922  Lorry  Loads,  with  a  weight  of  refuse  ...  10,518  tons. 

4,926  Cart  Loads,  with  a  weight  of  refuse  ...  3,522  tons. 

716  Hired  Cart  Loads,  with  a  weight  of  refuse  514  tons.

Two  controlled  refuse  tips  situated  at  Middlestone  Moor  and 
Tudhoe  Colliery  are  used  for  the  bulk  of  this  refuse,  and  the  refuse 
removed  from  the  Village  of  Byers  Green  is  deposited  in  a  small  crude 
tip  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Village.  During  the  Year  we  completed 
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the  filling-in  of  the  Dene,  situated  on  the  Park  Estate,  to  a  fixed  level — 
although  only  ashbin  refuse  was  deposited  in  this  Dene,  complaints 
were  received  from  the  adjoining  houses  of  nuisances,  particularly  about 
the  paper.  The  completion  of  this  work  when  covered  with  soil  will 
provide  a  potential  large  playing  field  for  the  Estate.  The  work  of 
levelling  and  consolidation  at  these  tips  is  performed  by  a  small  angle- 
dozer,  which  is  transported  from  one  tip  to  another  on  a  low  loading 
trailer.  The  abrasive  nature  of  ashes,  causes  considerable  wear  in  the 
tracks,  etc.  of  the  machine,  and  during  the  Year  many  hours  have  been 
lost  on  mechanical  replacements.  It  has,  therefore,  been  difficult  to 
maintain  the  tips  in  a  wholly  satisfactory  condition.  When  this  machine 
is  operating,  it  is  very  effective  and  it  also  deals  very  efficiently  with 
the  many  fires  which  take  place  by  internal  combustion  on  the  tips. 
In  my  opinion  the  value  of  this  machine  on  refuse  disposal  cannot  be 
assessed  in  man  hours  of  work,  as  the  necessary  manpower  is  never 
available  to  undertake  this  dusty  and  unpleasant  work. 

The  receptacles  serving  property  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  the 
Year  consisted  of: — 

5,070  Dustbins  of  a  standard  capacity  of  cubic  feet,  also  1,386 
Ashclosets  and  42  Ashpits. 

(b)  I  have  pleasure  in  recording  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
paper  salvage  collected,  and  the  income  derived  from  the  sale  of  this 
material  during  the  year.  I  have  previously  stated  in  this  Report  that 
this  increased  paper  collection  is  mainly  due  to  more  intensive  collec¬ 
tions  made  at  the  various  factories  on  the  Trading  Estate.  Previously 
a  great  deal  of  this  material  was  carted  to  the  east  end  of  the  Estate  and 
burnt.  We  therefore  arranged  with  the  managements  for  the  erection 
of  salvage  bays  close  to  each  factory — the  Council  salvage  lorry  empties 
these  bays  daily. 

To  deal  with  these  increased  supplies  of  paper,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  purchase  a  second-hand  baling  press,  which  is  of  the  same 
make  and  design  as  the  original  press  purchased  by  the  Council  in 
1939 — through  which  has  passed  many  thousands  of  tons  of  waste 
paper. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  disposing  of  all  our  supplies 
of  waste  paper  to  the  Mills,  although  the  price  received  for  baled  paper 
is  comparatively  low  from  previous  Years.  The  surplus  income  over 
expenditure  from  this  source  greatly  reduces  our  refuse  disposal  costs. 

A  reduction  will  be  noted  in  the  Scrap  Tins  sent  to  the  steel  works. 
These  tins  are  now  consigned  unflattened  to  the  Works  but  the  space 
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required  for  the  storage  of  tins  is  not  available  in  the  restricted  accom¬ 
modation  we  have  in  the  Stable  Yard.  To  store  such  material  on  the 
tips  would  result  in  increased  handling  charges,  and  the  price  obtained 
for  this  material  does  not  allow  for  heavy  overhead  costs.

Compulsory  Purchase  Orders. 

{a)  Byers  Green  Ward. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  rehousing  of  the  tenants  in  the  131 
houses  in  these  Areas.  Some  tenants  are  occupying  new  houses  erected 
in  the  Village  and  others  being  offered  accommodation  in  other  of  the 
Council’s  Estates. 

{b)  Spennymoor  Ward.  (George  Street  No.  3  Area  (91  Houses) ). 

During  the  Year  a  Ministry  Inquiry  was  held  into  the  Council’s 
apphcation  for  the  confirmation  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  made 
in  1939  and  not  confirmed  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  War.  These  Orders 
were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  with  slight  modifications.  The  Council 
had  already  purchased  several  of  the  vacated  houses  in  this  Area,  and 
demolished  them.  With  the  confirmation  of  this  Order,  this  procedure 
will  be  expedited  and  this  area  cleared. 

Cc)  Thomas  Street  Clearance  Area  (30  Houses). 

Very  few  tenants  remain  in  this  Area  behind  the  Town  Hall, 
and  it  is  expected  that  accommodation  will  be  found  for  the  remainder 
early  in  the  New  Year.  The  ultimate  demolition  of  this  property  vidll 
remove  an  eyesore  from  the  centre  of  the  Town. 

{d)  Tudhoe  Ward  (Tudhoe  Colliery  Middle  and  Back  Rows  (145 
houses) ). 

A  commencement  will  be  made  early  in  the  coming  year  on  the 
inspections  of  properties  in  these  Rows,  with  a  view  to  the  Clearance 
of  the  site  which  is  adjoining  the  Tudhoe  Colliery  Yard — the  National 
Coal  Board  being  the  leaseholders.
